8. A method of treating cancer or preventing cancer in accordance with Claim 7 
wherein the cancer is selected from cancers of the brain, genitourinary tract, lymphatic system, stomach, 
larynx and lung. 

20 9. A method of treating or preventing cancer in accordance with Claim 7 wherein 

the cancer is selected from histiocytic lymphoma, lung adenocarcinoma, small cell lung cancers, 
pancreatic cancer, gioblastomas and breast carcinoma. 

10. A method of treating or preventing a disease in which angiogenesis is 

25 implicated, which is comprised of administering to a mammal in need of such treatment a therapeutically 
effective amount of a compound of Claim 1. 

11. A method in accordance with Claim 10 wherein the disease is an ocular disease. 

30 12. A method of treating or preventing retinal vascularization which is comprised of 

administering to a mammal in need of such treatment a therapeutically effective amount of compound of 
Claim 1. 
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13. A method of treating or preventing diabetic retinopathy which is comprised of 
administering to a mammal in need of such treatment a therapeutically effective amount of compound of 
Claim 1. 

14. A method of treating or preventing age-related macular degeneration which is 
comprised of administering to a mammal in need of such treatment a therapeutically effective amount of 
a compound of Claim 1.

19. The method of Claim 18 wherein the GPIIb/IIIa antagonist is tirofiban. 

20. A method of treating or preventing diabetic retinopathy which comprises 
administering a therapeutically effective amount of a compound of Claim 1 in combination with a PPAR- 
y agonist. 
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
